
CONGRESSIONAL RECORD — SENATES1260 March 2, 2020 
above in order to permit the holding of free, 
fair, and transparent elections; 

(3) encourages the United States Govern-
ment to align United States sanctions with 
diplomatic efforts to advance electoral re-
forms that could lead to free, fair, and trans-
parent elections in Nicaragua; 

(4) expresses full support for the people of 
Nicaragua, Nicaraguan independent media, 
and Nicaraguan civil society organizations 
that are working for a peaceful return to 
democratic order in Nicaragua; 

(5) supports the efforts of the United 
States Government to apply pressure on the 
Ortega government in order hold account-
able those actors involved in human rights 
abuses, acts of significant corruption, and 
the undermining of democratic institutions 
in Nicaragua; 

(6) urges the international community to 
hold the Ortega government accountable for 
human rights abuses and to restrict its ac-
cess to foreign financing unless or until it al-
lows for free, fair, and transparent elections 
monitored by credible international and 
local electoral observers; and 

(7) urges the United States Government to 
investigate and hold accountable those re-
sponsible for the death of Eddy Montes, a 
United States citizen and Navy veteran, who 
was shot and killed while in the custody of 
the Nicaraguan police at La Modelo Prison 
on May 16, 2019.

SA 1327. Mr. COONS (for himself, Mr. 
RISCH, Ms. SMITH, and Ms. CORTEZ 
MASTO) submitted an amendment in-
tended to be proposed by him to the 
bill S. 2657, to support innovation in 
advanced geothermal research and de-
velopment, and for other purposes; 
which was ordered to lie on the table; 
as follows: 

At the end of subtitle H of title I, insert 
the following: 
SEC. 18ll. SMALL BUSINESS ADVOCACY AND AS-

SISTANCE. 
Section 1003 of the Energy Policy Act of 

2005 (42 U.S.C. 16393) is amended— 
(1) in subsection (a)— 
(A) in the matter preceding paragraph (1), 

by striking ‘‘, and may require the Director 
of a single-purpose research facility,’’ and in-
serting ‘‘(as defined in section 2) and the Di-
rector of each single-purpose research facil-
ity’’; 

(B) in paragraph (1)— 
(i) by striking ‘‘increase’’ and inserting 

‘‘encourage’’; and 
(ii) by striking ‘‘collaborative research,’’ 

and inserting ‘‘research, development, dem-
onstration, and commercial application ac-
tivities, including product development,’’; 

(C) in paragraph (2), by striking ‘‘procure-
ment and collaborative research’’ and insert-
ing ‘‘the activities described in paragraph 
(1)’’; 

(D) in paragraph (3)— 
(i) by inserting ‘‘facilities,’’ before ‘‘train-

ing’’; and 
(ii) by striking ‘‘procurement and collabo-

rative research activities’’ and inserting 
‘‘the activities described in paragraph (1)’’; 
and 

(E) in paragraph (5), by striking ‘‘for the 
program under subsection (b)’’ and inserting 
‘‘and metrics for the programs under sub-
sections (b) and (c)’’; 

(2) by redesignating subsections (c) and (d) 
as subsections (d) and (e), respectively; 

(3) by inserting after subsection (b) the fol-
lowing: 

‘‘(c) SMALL BUSINESS VOUCHER PROGRAM.— 
‘‘(1) DEFINITIONS.—In this subsection: 
‘‘(A) DIRECTOR.—The term ‘Director’ 

means— 

‘‘(i) the Director of each National Labora-
tory; and 

‘‘(ii) the Director of each single-purpose re-
search facility. 

‘‘(B) NATIONAL LABORATORY.—The term 
‘National Laboratory’ has the meaning given 
the term in section 2. 

‘‘(C) PROGRAM.—The term ‘program’ means 
the program established under paragraph (2). 

‘‘(2) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary, 
working with the Office of Technology Tran-
sitions and the Technology Transfer Coordi-
nator appointed under section 1001(a), and in 
consultation with the Directors, shall estab-
lish a program to provide small business con-
cerns with vouchers under paragraph (3)— 

‘‘(A) to achieve the goal described in sub-
section (a)(1); and 

‘‘(B) to improve the products, services, and 
capabilities of small business concerns in the 
mission space of the Department. 

‘‘(3) VOUCHERS.—Under the program, the 
Directors are authorized to provide to small 
business concerns vouchers to be used at Na-
tional Laboratories and single-purpose re-
search facilities for— 

‘‘(A) research, development, demonstra-
tion, technology transfer, or commercial ap-
plication activities; or 

‘‘(B) any other activities that the applica-
ble Director determines appropriate. 

‘‘(4) EXPEDITED CONTRACTING.— 
‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, working 

with the Directors, shall establish a stream-
lined approval process for expedited con-
tracting between— 

‘‘(i) small business concerns selected to re-
ceive a voucher under the program; and 

‘‘(ii) the National Laboratories and single- 
purpose research facilities. 

‘‘(B) DECISIONMAKING AUTHORITY.—The Sec-
retary shall determine the appropriate deci-
sionmaking authority at the National Lab-
oratories and single-purpose research facili-
ties with respect to the expedited con-
tracting described in subparagraph (A). 

‘‘(5) COST-SHARING REQUIREMENT.—In car-
rying out the program, the Secretary shall 
require cost-sharing in accordance with sec-
tion 988.’’; and 

(4) in subsection (e) (as so redesignated), by 
striking ‘‘$5,000,000 for each of fiscal years 
2006 through 2008’’ and inserting ‘‘$25,000,000 
for fiscal year 2019 and each fiscal year 
thereafter’’. 

At an appropriate place, insert the fol-
lowing: 
SEC. ll. INCREASE AND STREAMLINE RECOV-

ERY OF UNCLAIMED ASSETS OWED 
TO THE UNITED STATES. 

Section 3711 of title 31, United States Code, 
is amended by adding at the end the fol-
lowing: 

‘‘(j)(1) The Secretary of the Treasury (re-
ferred to in this subsection as the ‘Sec-
retary’) may locate and recover unclaimed 
assets of the United States Government on 
behalf of any executive, judicial, or legisla-
tive agency in accordance with such proce-
dures as the Secretary considers appropriate. 

‘‘(2) Notwithstanding any other provision 
of law concerning the depositing or collec-
tion of Federal payments, including section 
3302(b), the Secretary may retain a portion 
of the amounts recovered under this sub-
section to cover the administrative and oper-
ational costs of the Secretary associated 
with locating and recovering assets of the 
United States Government.’’.
